The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull,  mder  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Greening,  undertakes  bacteriological  invest iga.tions  in  matters  of  public  hoalth 
(such  as  water  and  milk  sampling),  and  also  in  diseases  (such  as  the  enteric 
group)  which  are  closely  linked  with  public  sanitation. 

Laboratory  work  on  diseases  of  non-public  health  interest  is 
done  by  the  Pathologist  at  Westv/ood  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  by  the  Pathologist 
at  Scarborough  Hospital.

(9)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEYERACE

sewage  works  have  been  constructed  for  the  treatment  of  seY/a.ge  from  Council

In  addition  Hunma.nby  and  Elajnborough  have  a v/eekly  collection  of 
nightsoil.  Progress  is  being  made  at  Hunimnby,  Elajnborough  and  Bempton  in  the 
conversion  to  water  cajrriage  system. 

(10)  COLLECTION  OE  HOUSE  REEUSE 

There  is  a periodic  collection  of  refuse  in  fifteen  parishes,  involving 
26  villages  and  hamlets.  Hunmanby  and  Ela.raborough  have  a fortnightljr  collection. 
The  collection  has  been  improved  during  the  year,  but  efforts  are  still  being 
made  to  give  a regular  collection  through  the  year. 

The  Council  purchased  a Cesspool  emptier  of  800  gallons  capa-city,  for 
use  in  the  emptying  of  septic  tanks,  cesspools  and  settlement  tanks  throu^out 
the  area,  and  this  has  enabled  a great  improvement  in  the  district. 
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(11)  PUBLIC  MVATORISS 

A further  block  of  public  lavatories  have  been  constructed  at  Dog 
and  Duck  Yard,  Plamborough,  and  these  have  apparently  met  a real  need.

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Twolfth  Annml  Report  on  the 
sanitary  and  other  work  carried  out  by  your  Health  Department  dujring  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  195^* 

The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  for  all 
purposes  was  2,429. 

(1)  HOUSING  ACTS 

During  the  year  67  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
Housing  Survey  and  housing  repairs  generally,  and  notices  were  served  in  31 
cases,  such  notices  being  informal  notices.  In  35  cases  repairs  were  carried 
out  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Difficulty  was  still  experienced  in  getting  repairs  carried  out  to 
houses,  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  same,  but  in  spite  of  this  difficulty  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  owners  are  cancying  out  necessary  maintenance  repairs 
without  notices  being  served  by  the  Council. 

(2)  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS 

During  the  year  3^  complaints  and  nuisances  were  dealt  with, 
necessitating  the  making  of  89  visits  of  inspection.  Notices  were  served  where 
found  necessary.

(4)  MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


For  the  first  half  of  1954,  the  arrangements  for  meat  inspection 
were  as  for  previous  years,  but  these  arrangements  were  nullified  by  the 
freeing  of  slaughtering  as  from  July,  1954.  Five  private  slaughterhouses  v;ore 
licensed  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  human  consumption,  as  follo’.vs:-

The  work  of  meat  inspection  has  therefore  greatly  increased  and  lias 
involved  your  public  health  staff  in  night  and  weekend  work. 

I would  like  to  pay  a tribute  to  the  butchers  concerned  for  their 
co-operation  in  this  important  work. 
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This  arrangement,  however,  ha.s  not  done  aTO.y  v/ith  the  supervision  of 
meat  and  food  shops,  and  28k.  inspections  v/ere  carried  out  in  this  connection. 

As  a result  it  v/as  necessary  to  condemn  5 tins  of  milk,  2^  Ihs  of  tinned  ham, 
and  2 tins  of  crab,  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

(5)  SHOPS  ACTS 

Most  of  the  shops  in  the  area  a.re  run  by  ovmer-occupiers  and  have 
sufficient  and  satisfactory  sanitaiy  accommodation. 

The  la.rger  shops  are  .visited  periodically  and  93  visits  a.nd 
inspections  v/ere  made  during  the  year  to  ascertain  the  adequaq7  and  condition 
of  the  sanitary  accoramoda.tion. 

(6)  FACTORIES  MD  Y/ORKSKOPS 

There  are  50  factories  and  workshops  on  the  Register,  and  88  inspections 
v/ere  made  during  the  year.  Infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  v/ere 
dealt  with  in  conjunction  v/ith  the  Ministry’s  Factories  Inspector. 

(7)  SCAVMGING 

The  Parishes  of  Plajn.borou^  and  Himma.nb^'’  continue  to  have  a weekly 
collection  of  night  soil  and  fortnightly  collections  of  house  ref  vise.  In  the 
remaining  15  Parishes  the  collection  of  tins,  etc.,  is  carried  out  period- 
ically. This  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  using  the  Council's  two 
lorries.  Very  little  trouble  has  been  enco-untered  and  337  visits  and 
inspections  ha.ve  been  ma.de  in  connection  xfith  this  work. 

The  house  refuse  and  tins  are  disposed  of  by  tipping,  and  as  far  as 
possible  v/ith  the  labour  available,  control  of  the  tips  is  being  maintained. 

The  night soil  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  same  on  to  agricultural  land  for 
ploughing  in,  and  v/e  ha.ve  experienced  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  night- 
soil.

Rodent  Control  v/as  exercised  and  tips  v/ere  sealed  as  effectively 
as  possible  with  materials  readily  available  on  the  tips. 

(8)  SUPERVISION  OF  SEWAGE  YfORIvS  AM)  DRAINAGE 

Dioring  the  year  494  visits  and  inspections  were  made  and  no  major 
difficulties  have  been  encountered. 

The  v/ork  of  sewage  works  raa.intenance  increases  each  year  as  new 
works  are  erected.  Sev/age  v/orks  are  nov/  in  operation  in  the  parishes  of 
Eunma.nby,  Flaniborotigh,  Berapton,  Burton  Fleming,  Reighton  and  Ruiston,  and  all 
these  works  have  regular  attention  to  ensure  a sa.tisfactory  effluent. 

Again  a vast  amount  of  v/ork  has  been  carried  out  with  regard  to 
the  cleansing  and  maintenance  of  sewer  dykes  througliout  the  district. 
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At  the  beginning  of  195^  the  Council  purchased  a Thames  800  gallon 
suction  septic  emptier  and  this  has  enabled  the  department  to  thoroughly 
cleanse  the  tanlcs  attached  to  Council  house  sites,  sev/age  v/orlcs,  collection 
of  settlement  tanks,  and  also  tanks  at  private  property.  The  district  ha.s 
been  surveyed  and  a programme  dravm  up  of  the  time  for  emptjdng  each  tank. 
Private  work  was  \jndertaken  on  a repayment  basis,  and  55  requestsv/ere  deo.lt 
with. 

(9)  FOOD  Aid)  DRUGS  ACT,  1938  - Section  lA 

There  are  now  51  premises  registered  for  the  sale,  storage  and/or 
manufacture  of  ice-cream  or  preserved  food.  Frequent  inspections  are  made  of 
the  premises,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  tliat  any  advice  given  or  recommend- 
ations made  to  the  ovmers  of  the  premises  is  always  v/ell  received  in  order  to 
improve  the  standa.rd  of  cleanliness.  An  increasing  amount  of  ice-cream  is 
being  vnrapped  for  sale,  thereby'-  eliminating,  to  a great  extent,  the  danger 
from  contamina.tion  from  ha.ndling  and  dust. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice-cream,  which  is  bullc  purchased,  f rom 
wholesale  traders  outside  the  area  of  the  Bridlington  Rural  District. 

(10)  RQDBI-IC  CONTROL 

In  addition  to  ordinary?-  enquiries  made  during  routine  visits,  81  visits 
and  inspections  Y/ere  made  during  the  year,  and  where  necessary  poisoning  v/as 
carried  out.  There  has  been  no  incid.ence  of  any  major  infestation. 

The  refuse  tips  and  sewage  works  under  the  control  of  the  Council 
were  treated  as  required, 

(11)  SUPERVISION  AFP  I^IAIITTENMCE  OF  COIMCIL  HOUSES 

The  inspection  of  Coimcil  Houses  for  repairs  and  maintenance  has 
talcen  up  a considerable  amount  of  time  during  the  past  year,  and  once  again 
a large  am.ount  of  work  has  been  carried  out.  In  this  connection  I would 
especially  like  to  thank  the  Rating  staff  for  their  co-operation.
